ARLY in the summer of rors 
kK J. BR. Wee arrived-m Engtond from 

Airien and laid a plan before the 
autherities that were in sessian it the 
Erith Admiralty, 

He proposed! that the goverment send, 
by an overland route across Africa, two 
small beats to the assistance of the Hel- 
guint forces on Lake ‘Vanganyika. 
having Tived in “Africa for some years 
und [Ossessing an intimate knowledge inf 
its gengtaphy, offered to act ay guide. 

At first the athorities were inclined to 
pass over the proposal, so highly teypos- 
ville lid it appear; but a special confer- 
ence was calhed at the Admiralty, and 
after the project had been weighed it was 
deciled that a small experdituin shold te 
sent. 24 forlorn hope, surely. Dtut what 
were the lives of a handful at men thrown 
in the Imlance against what might le 
achieved ? | 

The task of organizing the Naval Africa 
Expedition, as it was called, was en- 
ened to Commander Spicer Simson, 
R. NS. who was given-a free hand in the 
selection of officers and men, 28 all told. 
He waa allowed to choose lis crew from

any Inainch ofthe service, f, BR. Lee was 
piven the rank of lieutenatit, and other 
oficers with a knowledge of bush, life 
and transport were chosen, 4 doctor 
speciiily skilled in the treatment of trop 
ical diseases, and! navy gutiners with ex- 
ceptional pumiuery records, were alsa 
stlectedd, 


THE SMALLEST CXAPRDITION AGAINST THE 
EXEMY DURING THE WAK 


This expedition was the srvillest sent 
arainst the enemy durimg the war, and, 
with the exception of the commander, all 
its meambers were volunteers, We car- 
Tied no pussengers, all otters anil men 
bemg speciihsts i ther particular lines. 

Tt was important that no news of the 
departure or object of the expedition 
sliowld leak ont and get te the eneniy. 
Conseqtiently, officers and men were yi 
on thetrr honor nor to divulge, ewen to 
their nearest and dearest, where they were 
kein nor what was ther mission, 

Twe heuts were selected, tried, and 
found suitable. They were 40-foet me- 
tor-leats, with &- foot hears, capable Lit 
daing 18 knuts.

In the course of afew days we reached 
the cniflicad, and that is where the real 
business started. The depot was called 
Fungttiume (midway hetween Chilongo 
und Kambove), Here the boats were de 
trained, still in ther cradles, and nrounted 
on specially constructed carriages fitted 


with rubber-tired wheels. 





ALL SUPPLCS CAWKIED: GN HEADS OF 
NATIVES 

Tn the meantime stores were being sent 
ahead by native carriers, each bey carry- 
ing an his head a load wealineg about Go 
pounds Provisions, summunitton, ane 
petrol for the motor-boats were all tratis- 
ported in this fashion, our stang of na- 
tive cutriers extending in single file for 
miles, ‘There being no coal in this. enun- 
trv, we had to rely on wood chopped en 
route, stacks of which had been prepared 
in readiness by the advance party. 

Writing of mative carriers reminds me 
thiit m was customary for them ta chant 
or sing as they jogged along. Some of 
those whose villiwes bod heen situated 
near White settlements had learned Eng- 
lish ivrans in the focal omssion hones. 
They had tmetmerized the tune and words, 
lant they bad to compreherisiin of the 
actual meaning of the words, Iniagine, 
therefore, a crowd of natives on the 
marth, each carrying o Jon of some bo 
pours on his heal, with a prospect of a 
qo-mile trek tinvler a blasing sun, singing 
sich a hiv as *Now the Lalorer’s Task 
Is (Mer | 

Alt this time we lest our guide and 
the wrivinator of the af aaeste| Lteeulierh 
ant Loe, sunstroke and fever obligmg hin 
to grup tee thee Vyoesqerteal, 

Ty about the middle of August the ex- 
pedition tamde a start, with boats and all: 
gear, From Fongorume on the tyf-mile 
jotrney through the lish, escorted bw an 
armed guard of Askaris (native Belgian 
eolchiers

larey, carrying x supply of provisions, 


tents, anil general camp gent, went ahead 
to select a surtable spat for camping each 
evening, to erect tents, and to prepare 
foord for the main ody following.

Atl so, early in the coolness of an 
Afrivan morning, we turned our backs on 
civilization and all that it meant, to fade 
away, but for a ahert time, we lope, 
mto the heart of the African’ bul. 
However, “coming events cast their 
shadows before,” and shortly afier we 
vot onthe move we had a taste of what 
was in store for us in the way of trouble. 
Within one hour of leaving Fungurume 
the wheels of the leading traction engine 
became erobedded in the carthwork and 
tinker of a ford across a small stream, 
the strength of the ford heing insufficient 
to stand the wemght of the engine. This 
two precios days were waster! m getting: 
the engine: cut of dificultes. | q 
| say “preciotts’ days berause the 
rainy season was not far off. and it must 
be remembered that, once the rainy sea- 


sin starts in Central Africa, it rains for 


weeks almost without a break, in solid 
sheets of water. Small streams become 
awollen torrents, carrying everything be- 
fore ther mad rush; lower levels become 
enorme shallow lakes, and all roads-and 
tracks are obliterates, 

In ndidition ta this, one good rainfall 
would render useless our stacks of wooed 


fuel all along the route, 


Cetting on the move again, we reacled 
Molin, t4 miles distant, ‘This was not a 
lad day's. work, considering the difh- 
culties, From this point to the native 
village of Wendi Macosi the roads were 
fairly ood, 


TRACTION (ENGINES CAtar cCoNSTERNA- 
TIGN AMONG. NATIVES 


Neciless to any, the arrival if two iron 
tiensters in the form of onr tractors, 
belching forth smoke, caused conswer- 
able consternation among the natives of 


this village. They deserted their homes 


and fled 1 the bush, But when the chief 
amd his headmen were pasted that the 
engines wert linrmless, the natives re- 
turned to their village, and soon came to 
ni, bringing offerings of fruit, vegetnbles, 
chickens, andl goats. 

This happened in most of the villages 
we passed through, ut now and then we 
encountered a tribe mot toa kindly drs- 
posed toward white peaple, We carried 
in ample supply of tinned fous; but 
fresh tent being preferable, we obtaried

all we warited for both the rnembers of 
the expecition and our hordes af native 
carriers {tom enonmouw herds of luck 
met with from time to time. Wild pig 
and guinea-fowl were also plentiful and 
provided satistactary rations, 

[na sense, the native chiefs were father 
disappointing to the eve, Generally, one 
looked in vain for the flowing headdress 
of porgeous feathers and the lei} mrad skit 
sling trom brawny shoulders. They were 
for the most part attired m—well, noth- 
ing to speak of, except in the case of 
THLE Ve PAT sen ees.

The prevailing mode among these petty 
potentates seemed to be obaolete uniforms 
of all armies, One old chief. 1 tremem- 
ler. Was attired in an ool! British culitte 
tinic and a pair of spats, his crowning 
flores beeing att Cee ra hat and ni pink 
Sunshade, | was aware that a big busi- 
Hess I ont-oat-late unilorms ts carried 
on hetween triers and these tribes, lat 





the origin of the spats and pink sunshade 
pugded me somewhat until | remembered 
we were in the land of reputed cannibals. 

After leaving Wendi Alocost we struck 
same tact spots, but all members of the 
expecition put them hacks mte the work. 
hating on ropes, bringing in wood, and 
patching up holes in the road, In fact, 
they did therr lest on all oceasions, anil 
nothing went amiss 

A fine example was sect: by the com- 
mander. He went armind encouraging 
his officers and men with a kindly word 
(and sometimes @ curse), and sp got 
things done, Thits, under the pitiless 
Hare of a tropical sun, the race: ayant 
the coming tains went on. 

Cine of our preatest handicaps was lack 
of water. bath for drinkin purmeses and 
for the engines, ()fiten for dive at a time 
we wert without a wash im order that the 
engines might have ther fill. This may 
appear to have been no great hardshiy, 
hut in the tropics a bath is a tonic andl 
meats apreat deal Cin some oecasians, 
too, the water was se mitwlily that tt had 
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before it was fit to drm

haweer wold then be fastened to the 
boat carriage at the foot of the hill, the 
other end bein fastened fo the dram on 
the traction engine.

When we neared the top of the platcan 
the nature of the formanon of tlie road 
rade cabling ond double banking: impos 


sible; cabling. because of the turns im the. 


rotite, and dauble banking, because the 
roc was too narrow for the enine to 
return. 

Trek oxeti and a block and tackle 
were therefore brought into use. We 
had three “span,” 42 animals in all (14 
to a “span ). Omen are, of necessity, 
stow, but of paramount talie in: pulling 
great hardens on straight roads, and we 
got over the tums by the following 
meth : in 

A. stout tree was selected about 20 yards 
ahead of the spot where the boat stoad 
of its carriage in the trail, A block and 
rackle—that is, a pulley block with roll- 
ers, stich as is user! aboard any ship— 
was fixed to the tree. One end of the 
rope was attiched to the bout carriage, 
the other end passed through the pulley 
block and attached by a ctoss-bar to the 
tearmost pair of oxen, The oxen faced 
downhill, in the opposite direction from 
and parallel wath the boat. 

AMl being ready, the native drivers then 
legan laying their long whips on the 
oxen. The aninals strained ot the rope, 
and slowly, bit by Int, the boat wits drawn 
op the hill until almost level with the 
tree to which the block and tackle were 
secured. The wheels of the boat car- 
riage were then chocked up, the hlock 
and tackle fastened to a tree farther up 
the hill, and the whole performance re- 
peated, 

Thus by a series of tugs and jerks, ac- 
conipanied by the cracking of many 
whips, the gradient was negotiated. The 
road then hecoming straighter, the block 


and ickle were dispensed with and. the 
oxen actually hartessed to the boats, 


fis TREE SAVES WILD EXGIXE FROM A 
TRRCIPICE 


Farther on, the road once more became 
suffwiently Tard for the tractors, and 
after some ‘heavy work we reached the 
top of the plateat, O.jo0 feet above sea- 
level, oh September & 191s. 

This, however, did not men ‘that our 
difficulties were atan end, The down- 
ward trek from) the platean provided 
plenty of hard work and many tlirills, a 
great (deal of cabling being done in casing 
the boots down steep slopes, (On one oc- 
casion a traction engine got out of control 
euing down a bill, fortunately ranning 
inte a hie tree, which prevented it from 
gomg over an almost perpendicular bluff 
several hitidred feet high, Agatti one 
of the boats slewed across a bridge and 
stopped only a few feet from ‘the edge, 
tarrowly escaping a fall into the river 
lnereaths. 

Bush fires annoved vs a goid deal, and 
we frequently had to make a hurried shitt 
to avoid being Inirnt out. 

Progress now became painfully slow, 
indeed. Some days we hardly covered a 
mile, although traveling from § o'clock 
in the morte, iaecten the heat of the 
day, until g o'clock in the evening, The 
king uf the bush, the African lion, showed 
his resentment of our intrusion upon his 
domain by long, loud rears during the 
mivht, but the glare from the cumphre 
held hint ata sate distance, 


NATIVE VILLAGES WIPED UT Ty SLEE Beit 
SICKNESS 


A part of our route lay through the 
arenas infested Ivy the teetse-fly, the car- 
ricr of the dread African scourge, sleep- 
ing sickness. From time to lime we 
passed through deserted nitive villages, 
the inhahitants of which had long: heen 
wipedl out by this Tavaging disease. 

Although all of uswere badly bitten hy 
tsetee-fies, none suffered any il] comse- 
quenees, except by the discomfort and 
pain caused by the bite, Tt 1s tke the 
ntick of a red+hot needle. ‘The flies can 
hite through clothing quite easily, and 
actually have to be knocked off, it bemg 
impossilile to shake them clear. 
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whether soor destination would ever he 
attamed, we eventually reached Sankisia, 
a tmilway depot about @& miles f 
artedeny

To oor knowledge, the Germans still 
had we vessels to Re caruunted ftor—the 
Hedwiy ven MW ivsncm and Graf pon 
Gotvon. Both owere larger than the Aye- 
qint and carried more guns of a larger 
type. In addition: to this, the Germans 
had a number of small armed dihowes. 

During the time the Aimgant was. he- 
ing made seaworthy, the other German 
lieats appeared from time to time on the 
horizon, Possihly they were searching 
the lake for the missing Admyani, but 
they always ts well off shore. — 

Apparently the fact that the Mie and 
Tou-Tou had reached the lake was still 
nnknown to the Germans, according toa 
statement made by the survivors of the 
Kingent.

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE SECOND 
GERMAN GUNTOAT 


At daylight on the oth of February a 
message was teceived that a boat was in 
sight, steaming slowly soywthward. All 
being ready, the Pritish flotilla started 
off to meet the enemy vessel, and at 8:35 
tom, she was sighted heading south- 
southwest at about six knots, 

The enemy vessel turned immediately 
and attempted to escape, speeding up by 
putting ol on the fires. 

The Dritish flotilla wert in pursuit at 
full speed. but until we were within 5.000 
yards, the reflection cansed by the glassy 


surface of the lake made the enemy ap- 


pear like adark blob suspended above the 
ie zon, With a similar blob some distance 
we.

yards, making several brits in the first few

— The Fifi opened fire from-7,s00 yards, 
but was unable to register a hit. ‘The

Flaarly ene morning we sur- 
prised the G retman. boat Wane teaisprart- 
Ing onative troops down their coast, 
Though well out of minge of our guns, 
the German comtnander realized we 
would overtake him before he could 
reach the salety of his. harher, so he 
beached. on the German coast, landed Tits 
troops, and set fire to his ship. 

lt must have been apparent liy this 
tine to the Gennan connmaned tt Kigornin 
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that the game was up, and! that their 
gorse on the Inke had been mm. as 
shortly: afterwards they blew ap the traf 
con Geaton in the German harbor and 
destroyed all the small craft, in addition. 

This was the erl ‘of German naval 
prestige on Lake Tanganyika—in fact.

[ mention this anly. to show that thie 
Liberians have come to that point where 
they are determined to develop their coun- 
try. The natives tin the interior have also 
come to understand the need for roaiis, 
and native chiefs have constructed little 
hits of roadway here and there hetween 
their towns, having no other tools for this 
work than sharpened sticks. 


LINEWAS COMMERCI! DESTROYED DY 
WORLD WAR 


_ Liberia, it must be remembered, though 
having no personal grudge against Cer- 
many, entered the World War with the 

Allies, The German traders were ex- 
pelled, anc this caused a great decrease in 
trade, Next, the submarine campaign in 
the North Atlantic becarie so fierce as tu 
cause the withdrawal of many West At 
rican steamers, And this is what the war 
Hid to Liberian commerce: In 1)13,. 1.322 
vessels, with a tonnage of 2,600,178 bors, 
entered and cleared at Liberian ports; in 
1g18 the number of vessels was [27, with 
& tonnage of 433,926! 

Also, in 19173, Sno half. a million dol- 
Jars were collected in customs Treventies, 
and in 1978, $165.90, Atthat rate, there 
was very ttle chance for progress. 

Not only in trade did the war cai Li- 
beri to sitffer, tut Germany sent a sub- 
marine far from the beaten paths to bring 
home to Liberians the stern renlitive ot 
war. M CHIE NW 1 was bombarded, Liberia's 
only retimining seagoing Vessel aatilk, lives 
lost, and property muitied. As a niitter 
of fact, had it not heen for the war, 
Liberia would not be in its present posi- 
tion of financial need, bet would be 
more than able to carry on ly herself the 
work of development which is = preatiy 
desired. 

Although the Amence-Libernas barely 
hold their own in the matter of increasing 
papulation, the million atl more natives 
are flourishing and gaming im tuntbers.

Cie of the lirgest Ara villages ms: Kr 
tawt, on the riverside near Alonrovia, 
where sote three thousand of these 
sailor folk and their families live. Due 
to their industrious ways, they, of course, 
have mere miney than other natives, and 
hence their huts piten boast phonographs 
and sewing-machines, and otheir attire 
includes: several, if not all, of the neres- 
sary articles of European dress. The 
kort seaman insists, however, tpn wear- 
ing the eropean shirt ottswle the 
Trolsers. 

Kru homes are built by erecting four 
posts, one at each comer, and fastening 
between them large mats woven of lam- 
hye splits, Grass and palm branches form 
the roof, and there is a small entryway 
at one corner, but usually nn windiw, 
The village is always gay and happy with 
native danees going on to the thumping 
of tom-toms in the rear of the huts.

Another trait of the Kias is putriotism, 
ther love of country bemp so great as to 
render almost froitkess efforts to indice 
these valuable laborers to settle acl re- 
main in neyghboring British andl French 
colitis, 

The third element, the Kpwesis, and 
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kindred pagan tribes of the interior, of 
which the most important branches are 
the Zawquellis and Huxis, are still prim 
tive “bushmen.” They are slender, wiry, 
very black in color, and of a low order 
of intelligence, having petty jfealousies, 
silly frequently lead to internecine war- 
Tate 

Thev live in small villages, uanally of 
only fifteen to thirty huts, ond raise 
aufhecierit rite, sweet potitoes, andl cassava 
for food. Fach male has ax. many wives 
a8 he js able to Imy, and the wives do 
most of the work. 

Yet these are the tribes thar inbabut 
the regis where tres Liberta’s naturnl 
wealth; they are the ones who must be 
broweht mto contact with the econstal 
tribes acral who must be tagght to produce 
and tu supply the palmenuts, palin kernels, 
palm oil, ivory, piassaba, rubber, and 
other articles of trade. 

They are not entirely unwilling to assist 
the goveminent, Drorntnig the last rear af 
the war, when steamers from Europe 
were few and far between, there was. a 
great scarcity of tiee for feeding the 
frontier foro. 

The price of the imported article was 
twelve cents per pound—more than. the 
goverment coukl alford to pay. Word 
was sent far into the mterwr to a cerinin 
Kpweers chief. He answered the call by 
sending a carayan of two himdred of his 
tribesmen to Monrovia—a chstance of 100 
miles—on foot, every man cirrying on 
his head a parcel of 56 pounds of native 
rice carefully packed in palm-eleaf ban 
Purs. 

Each of these carriers was given a 
Libenar. dime and a piece of cotton print 
for fis labor, and they returned highly 
cirnterited ta thelr villages. ‘This rice 
eost the povernment abet two cents per 
jeune, and the first caravan was onby the 
forerunver of others. 

Liberia, therefore, possesses the natiral 
restarrces. ‘The will to develop them alsa 
exists, “These factors shiuld create a new 
era in this African country, especially at 
Libertas appeal for financial and i sue- 
cessful, A change for the better, <evelop- 
ment alone sounl lines—these are things 
tha: should take place mn the Republic.

isan the fourth of its series of eontinen- 
tal nuns, cored and published since the 
World War. ‘This New Map of Africa 
supersedes the smaller map issued by The 
Soctety several years ago. 

The areas on that continent affected by 
the Treaty of Versailles are even imore 
extensive than those so affected in Europe, 
0 that the student of prengraphy nels it 
necessary tu reconstrict completely his 
leas concerning «African colonial posses- 
SIITIS. 

More than a million square miles of 
territory in Africa—one-cleventh of the 
entire continent—belonged to Germany 
in ory. To-day, these vast regions are 
being administered under mandates ¢xer- 
cised by Great Britain, France, and Bel 
guint, 

The new map shows that, as a reault 
of the Workl War, the French have 
added to their control mandated areas 
eonsiderably larger than all of France in 
Lirope. The Tresor now thes over 
more territory in Africa than does thit 
of any other nation, French colonies, pro- 
tectorates, and mandates having an ag- 
pregate area which exceeds by nearly 
So,000 square miles that of the entire 
United States, inchidmg Alaska and all 
aur insular possessions. 

The map shows tore than 735,000 
sijuare miles of territory transterred from 
German sovereignty to British matdates 
(qtg.oo00 square miles to Great Britam 
proper, and 322,000 square miles to the 
Umon of South Africa). From the Em- 
ire's territorial accretions, however, must 
me deducted the 350.000 square mules 
which wntil recently constituted the British 
protectorate tm Eigeypt. 

lt 18 interesting to note that only three 
countries in Africa—Liberia, Egypt, and 
Abyssinia, with a bure 741,000. squire 
niles of termterys—arte independent. The 
remaining millions of square miles oF thie 
second largest continent, comprising more 
than one-fifth of the earth's land surface, 
are ruled by Evaropean nations. 

The acquisition of colonial territory in 
Africa took place,in the mam, durin the 


last quarter of the nineteenth century, 
At the beginning of that century, France 
had a foothold on the west coast near the 
Senegal River; Portugal was estublished 
in lower nines, on the west coast. and im 
a amall district opposite the hind oof 
Madagascar, on the tasty while Great 
Drttain’s chief interest lay in Cape Colony, 
which had heen taken from the Dutch 
during the Napoleonic wars, 

The explorations of such mien as Liv- 
ingstone pm Stonley, Kohlfs and ln 
Chailu, during the last half of the nine- 
teenth centiry, fired the popular imagina- 
tion and brought about that awakening
